WHEREAS 
the Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens 
of Our City of Dublin, in our Kingdom of 
 Treland, have humbly petitioned Us, thereby 
ſetting forth, That ſeveral of our SubjeQs in 
that Our City and Kingdom, being chari- 
tably affected towards ſuch as through Age, 
Sickneſs, or other Accidents, are reduced to 
Poverty, or diſabled to gain their Living 
by their own Labour; and piouſly conſi- 
dering alſo the great Benefit of the good 
Education and Inſtruction of Youth ; have 
ropoſed the EreQtion, building and eftab- 
iſhing of an Hoſpital and Free School, 
within the Liberties of our City of Dublin, 
and have ſhewed great Willingneſs to con- 
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tributc to ſo good a Work, which they hope 
to accomplith, in, Caſe they may, by our 
Royal Authority, be enabled and capa- 
citated to purchaſe Lands, Tenements and 
 Hereditaments for the erecting and main- 
taining of ſuch an Hoſpital and Free School, 
and to make good, wholeſome and neceſ- 
ſary Laws for the Rule and Government 
thereof. KNOW Ye: therefore, that We 
of our princely Diſpoſition, for the Fur- 
therance and Accompliſhment of ſo good 
and charitable a Work, of our eſpecial Grace, 
certain Knowledge and mere Motion, by 
and with the Advice. and Conſent of our 
right truſty, and well beloved Counſellor, 
Jobn, Lord Berkeley, our Lieutenant Gene- 
ral and General Governour of our ſaid 
Realm of Ireland, and according to the Te- 
nour and Effect of our Letters, bearing Date 
at our: Court. at V biteball, the four and

cel of Ground on Oxmantown-Green, near 
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Our ſaid City of Dublin, on which the in- 
tended Hoſpital and Free-School 1s already 
begun to be built. AND all and ſingular 
the Edifices and Buildings thereon, and all 
Yards, Backſides, Lands, Tenements, Ways, 
Waters, Water-courſes, Eaſements, Liber- 
ties, Privileges, Profits, Commodities, Ad- 
vantages, Appurtenances, and Heredi- 
taments whatſoever, to the ſame belonging 
or appertaining, of what Quantity, Qua- 
lity, Nature, Kind, or Sort ſoever they be, 
and by whatſoever Name or Names the ſame 
are called or known, or reputed, accepted 
or taken, together with their and every of 
their Rights, Members and Appurtenances 
whatſoever; and alſo the Reverſion and 
Reverſions, Remainder and Remainders 
of all and ſingular the Premiſes, and every 
Part and Parcel thereof, and alſo all the 
Eſtate, Right, Title, Intereſt, Claim, Pro- 
perty, Challenge and Demand whatſoever, 
which We Our Heirs or Succeſſors have, 
or at any Time hereafter may, can, might 


or ought to have of, in, or unto the Pre- 


miſes, or unto any Part or Parcel there- 
of. TO HAVE AND TO HOLD all 
and ſingular the Premiſes before, in and 
by theſe ' Preſents given, granted, releaſed 
and confirmed, or herein or hereby meant, 
mentioned, or intended to be given, gran- 
ted, releaſed and confirmed, and every Part, 
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Parcel and Member thereof, together with 
their and every: of their Rights, Members 
and Appurtenances whatſoever, unto them 
the ſaid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and 
Citizens of Our City of Dublin, and their 
Succeſſors for ever; to be held and enjoyed 
by the ſaid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and 
Citizens of Our ſaid City of Dublin, and 
their Succeſſors for ever; to the only Uſe, 
Ends, - Intents and Purpoſes hereafter in 
theſe Preſents mentioned and expreſſed; 
that is to ſay, Upon the eſpecial Truſt and 
Confidence, and to the End, Intent and 
Purpoſe, that the ſaid Piece of Ground on 
Oxmantown-Green aforeſaid,” hereby granted, 
or meant, mentioned, and intended to be 
granted, and the building thereon erected, 
and to be erected, Shall for ever more here- 
after be, remain and continue a Manſion- 
Houſe, and Place of Abode for the Suſten- 
tation and Relief of poor Children, aged and 
impotent People; to be holden of Us, our 
Heirs and Succeſfors, as of our Caſtle of 
Dublin, in Free and Common Soccage, with- 
out'any Rent or other Payment to be ren- 
dred or paid unto Us, Our Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors for the ſame. AND FURTHER of 
Our more abundant Grace, certain Know- 
ledge, and mere Motion, and princely Diſ- 
tion for the Furtherance and Accom- 
pliſhment of ſo good and charitable a Work, 
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by and with the Advice and Conſent afore- 
ſaid, and in Purſuance of our ſaid Letters, 
We have given and granted, and by theſe 
Preſents for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, 
We do give and grant unto the faid Mayor, 
Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens of Our 
ſaid City of Dublin, and their Succeſſors for 
ever, full Power and Authority, at their 
Will and Pleaſures, from Time to Time, 
and at all Times, to place therein ſuch 
Maſter or Maſters of the ſaid Hoſpital, and 
ſuch Numbers of poor People and Children, 
and ſuch Officers or Miniſters of the ſaid 
Hoſpital and Free-School, as likewiſe an 
able, learned, pious and orthodox Miniſter, 
to be approved of from Time to Time by the 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, for the Time being; 
the ſaid Miniſter to read Divine Service, and 
preach and teach the Word of God to ſuch 
as ſhall reſide within the ſame, and cate- 
chize ſuch Children as ſhall be in the ſaid 
Hoſpital or Free-School, as to, the faid 
Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens, 
and their Succeſſors, or ſuch as ſhall be ap- 
pointed as aforeſaid, ſhall ſeem convenient; 
and from Time to Time, as they ſhall ſee Oc- 
caſion, to remove, diſplace, and amove ſuch 
Maſter, Miniſter, Poor, poor Children, People, 
or any other Officers or Miniſters to the ſaid 
Hoſpital or Free-School belonging, and put 
ſome other or others in his or their Place or 
Stead, 
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Stead, and to apportion, appoint, and allow, 
from Time to Time ſuch Fees, Salaries and 
Wages, and ſuch Allowances for Mainte- 
nance, Relief and Suſtentation of the ſaid 
Preacher, Maſter or Maſters, other Officers or 
Miniſters, and the ſaid poor People and Chil- 
dren, as to them the ſaid Mayor, Sheriffs, Com- 
mons and Citizens, and their Succeſſors, ſhall 
ſeem meet: And that it ſhall and may be

ver, that ſhall be requiſite and neceſſary to

pelling a Performance of all ſuch Ordinances, 
Statutes, Rules and Orders that ſhall, by 
Vertue of theſe Preſents, be made, conſti- 
tuted or appointed, without Interruption of 
Us, our Heirs, or Succeſſors, or any of the 
Juſtices, Eſcheators, Sheriffs, Miniſters, Ser- 
vants, or other Subjects whatſoever, of Us, Our

City of Dublin, and their Succeſſors, ſhall be

pital and Free-ſchool, and of the Lands and 
Tenements, Poſſeſſions, Revenues and Goods, 
unto the ſame belonging, or to be belonging, 
and ſhall be called and known by the —— 
of the Governors of the Hoſpital and Free- 
ſchool of King Charles the Second, Dublin, 
and that the ſaid Goyernors ſhall be and for 
ever continue by the Name of the Governors 
of the Hoſpital and Free-ſchool of King 
Charles. the Second, Dublin, a Body Politic 
and Corporate, to have Succeſſors for ever, 
and by that Name ſhall be and continue; 


and ſhall be able and capable in Law from

be ſued in any of Our Courts Spiritual and 
Temporal, within Our Kingdom of Ireland, 


or other Our Kingdoms and Dominions, in

ſand Pounds Sterling, the Statutes of Mort- 
main or any other Statutes to the contrary 
notwithſtanding : And further of Our more 
abundant Grace, certain Knowledge, meer 
Motion, and princely Diſpoſition, for the 
Furtherance and Accompliſhment of ſo good 
and charitable a Work, by and with the Ad- 
vice and Conſent aforeſaid, and in Purſuance 


of Our faid Letters, We have alſo given and 


anted, and by theſe Preſents for Us, Our 
Heirs, and Succeſſors, do give and grant free 
Liberty and Licenſe, that the ſaid Gover-
